TEACHING  BY  FEDERAL  EMPLOYEES

DEATH  OF  ROBERT  M.  CHAPIN 

Robert  Macfarlane  Chapin,  chief  of  the  Biochemic  Division  of  the  Bureau, 
died  at  Johns  Hopkins  Hospital,  Baltimore,  Md.,  May  6.  Death  followed  a 
brief  illness  and  a  brain  operation.     He  was  62  years  of  age. 

A  native  of  Massachusetts,  Mr.  Chapin  entered  the  Bureau's  service  in  1907 
and  engaged  in  biochemical  research.  For  many  years  he  was  associated  with 
Dr.  M.  Dorset,  whom  he  succeeded  as  chief  of  the  Biochemic  Division  in  1935. 
Since  that  time  Mr.  Chapin  directed  a  wide  range  of  research  and  service  activities, 
including  the  preparation  of  tuberculin  used  in  the  Nation-wide  campaign  to 
eradicate  bovine  tuberculosis  and  also  supervision  of  the  stained  antigen  used 
extensively  for  the  control  of  pullorum  disease  of  poultry.
